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position in the Sect. Callimusa as mentioned by Simmonds, but our materials have 
cylindrical obpyriform seeds which are undoubtedly the feature of the Sect. Calli¬ 
musa. By the very unique and distinct characteristics of fruit, our plants are 
referred with no doubt to Af. hirta. Aforesaid discrepancy may presumably lie 
in the variability in this feature.
